»_ FP. Hy 0. Wilson said ho was a solicitor 
and an agsiatant in the office of Messrs Bro- 
reton, Wotton and Deacon, and was per- 
aonally concerned. in the making of tha 
contract betwoon plaintiffs and defendant, | 
in this case. His firm acted for both 
arties. Plaintiffs signed the contract on 
the 29th March, and the reason Mr Ryrie 
did not sign until the 2nd April was because 
the last ‘of plaintifis’ suretios had not 
signed the bond required. until the 2nd 
April. It was specially oxplained to tho 
pluintifis thet the contract would not be 
complete until Mr Ryrie had signed it and 
‘the bonds had all been signed. : 

In answor to the, Attorney General; Mr 
Wilson said tho plaintifis did not recvive 1 
copy of the contract until after the ship had 
sailed, when Me Dennys applied for a copy. 
Mr Wilson never ‘heard any of them ask 
for one; it was oxplained to all the plain- 
tiffs by an interpreter,

He went over the 
statements made. by both sides and made 
several deductions, therefrom in favonr of 
‘his case, . He contended. that no binding 
agreement was entered into until Mr Ryrie 
signed the contract ou the 2nd April, and 
that it therefore only expired on the 30th 
April, when defendant was thoroughly pre- 
pared with a-stenmer'to convey the omi- 
grants to Jamaica. He also contended that- 
the largest number of persons the plaintiffs 
ever had ready was. when Dr Ayres made 
the medical inspection on shore on the 29th 
and 30th April, when they had 776 persons. 
As ‘to. the question of defendant's delay 
causing the deficiency in the numbers, he 
submitted that plaintiits had 28 days to col- 
lect the men, and equally the defendant was 
not called pon to take any steps with re- 
gard.to them until tho 28 days had expired. 
This ha did. The delay, if there was any, 
was reasonable and entirely.in the interesta 
of the plaintiffs, “Even if Mr Ryrio had ob- 
tained depots in the ordinary ways there 
would have beenno saving of time. MrFran- 
cis'then enumerated the amounts each side 
claimed, Plaintiff woro. entitled to claim 
for 485 mén at $41 each, 109 women at $51 
each, 69 boys=245 adults at $4), and 17 
girls =8} adults at $55, making a total of 
$27,557.. On the other hand defendant 
claimed $17,133 dead freight for the 316 
emigrants short, and also for provisions and 
fittings supplied fer ‘the same, less the 
valuation allowed for them by the Jamaien 
Government, the total claim amounting to 
$27,056. - He cancinded by remarking that’ 
ho had heard it. said. that it was rather a 
hard thing that the plaintiff should have to 
supply 634 coolies to the Jamaica Govern- 
ment for nothing, but.he argued that the 
Jamaica Government had Lad to pay a little 
more for each, by having ta: pay the dead 
freight and for provisions, that: the. contract 
price.
